(2) Highlights of this month's traffic are: 

(a) Information that a Yugoslav team is operating in the 
Peshkopi area. 

Information that 

(b) / The Albanian Government is forcefully recruiting youths 
to work on the Mati electric plant* 

(c) The four agents and one container dropped to Apple/2 on 
the night of 4 June were not received. The team advised the drop 
was made from a very high altitude. They heard rifle fire the 
following morning. 

( 3 ) Some question regarding Applet's status exists due to messages 
received subsequent to the personnel and supply drop on 4 June. Apple/2 . 
first asked why the drop was incomplete and later indicated they had not 
received any of the agents or supplies. This apparent conflict may be 
explained. If the airplane made the drop at too great an altitude, as 
Apple claims, the reception committee may have seen agents leaving the 
plane but failed to locate them when they landed a substantial distance 
from the D/Z. 

( 4 ) Until we can establish the status of this team, it will be 
handled as probably controlled.

(2) The month's traffic has been exclusively concerned with Apple/3's 
exfiltration attempt. The delay in this team's return to Greece has been 
due to the activities of host forces as well as the poor physical condition 
of four of the six team members, AIRTIGHT has dysentery, GABNEGATE was 
injured in parachuting to Apple/2, RMDCMINO is weakened due to the illness 
following the breaking of his hand last November and RNPUTIDG has been 
wounded in an engagement with security forces on the night of 7 June, Our 
offers to resupply the team by air have been rejected because the team is 
physically incapable of making arrangements for reception. 


(3) The possibility tijat this team is also controlled prompted us to 
order AIRTIGHT and one guide/exfiltrate alone. The team’s response was 
that all members would continue to move toward the border together.

June, He was able to spot Albanian outposts and observe patrol ^ptivity 
in the segment of the border selected for the exfiltration attempt.

4. ORATLANTIS 


a. The staff quarters at OBATLANTIS are now all but completed. Electrical 
and plumbing facilities are installed and in wor Icing order. An additional 
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cistern is being constructed at the site of the staff quarters so that we will 
have enough water storage capacity for one operational season. We were farced 
to take this measure when it was finally determined that the well at the site 
is totally inadequate, for our needs. The owner's claim that this well pro- 
duced 250 gallons of water per day proved to be highly inaccurate. It is 
nothing but a small underground reservoir of rain water, and according to 
chemical analyses, it also receives contributions from other less potable 
sources, 

b. The Commandant of the Greek Army Engineer School at Loutraki has 
indicated that the road from Loutraki to Skyno, that he has agreed to build 
for us, will be completed by 25 July. This road will greatly simplify our 
communication problem with the site as it will cut the length of our voyage 
by water from 3 hours to 45 minutes. Round trip time from Athens to DBATLANTIS 
is now 11 hours; with the new road it will be cut to 7 hours. 

c» Six days of foul weather in the Gulf of Corinth has substantially 
retarded construction, but ever y effort is being made to meet our 1 July 
deadline. 


d. The work boat designed by Trohan and constructed under his supervision 
was put in service May 22. It has been an invaluable means of communicati. on 
since that date.
